*Question Corner. Frank Merrill asks, "Do you have an address at which I can contact 
the Israeli Forces Broadcasting Service?" Write directly to Kol Yisrael, Broadcasting 
House, Jerusalem; the IFES is under the jurisdiction of Kol Yisrael. Ralphie Johanns 
asks, "What is the warbling sound I recently heard around the top of the band on a 
MM?" Usually that's caused by a local or semilocal running an EC with a squarewave

Another possibility, though more remote, is a piece of scientific equipment called an 
ionospheric sweep sounder. This type of equipment is usually found around Universit- 
ies and military establishments and produces strange sounds arannd tha tan of tha hand 
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*Botswana. According to a special item in the New York Sunday News of January 28th, 
"What was to have been one of Britain's top weapons against Rhodesia - a bush radio 
transmitter in neighboring Botswana aimed at: countering Rhodesian press and radio 
censorship - is to be abandoned soon as'a total loss because of consistent jamming. 
The radio is still functioning at Franhcistown, about-10 miles from Rhodesia's western 
border. It beams special propaganda features as well as normal BBC programs into 
Rhodesia. The transmitter was erected in the bush under heavy British miliary guard 
soon after Rhodesia's white premier, Ian Smith, declared unilateral independence from 
Britain in 1966. Its aim: to undermine the post-independence confidence of the ° 
country's 220, 000. whites in their government. It didn't work. Smith promptly 
ordered jamming stations set up to block off the transmitter. The station hasbeen 

a costly failure, losing an estimated $700,000 a year and wasting money which Britain 
feels it can no longer afford. Britain has a stronger relay station on the mid-= 
atlantic island of Ascension and officials are studying the possibility of. having it 
take over some of the funcitons of the bush transmitter. Since the station is so 
much more powerful it is considered less likely that Smith would be able to jam it 
effectively.!' Tnx to Bob Foxworth for spotting this item. (Ed)

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Local Sideband Splash - How Much Is Too Much?

One of the most aggravating problems that the international DX'er has to live 
with is the sideband "splash't from his local stations. All DxXters have observed that 
the amount of splash generated by a station depends on the type of programming: pop 
music with drums, etc. is worst, speech (particularly telephone talk shows ) is better, 
and very soft music is best of all, In the extensive article on selectivity and 
mechanical filters published in DX News last summer, we outlined the basic nature of 
sideband production, and explained how much (but not all) of the splash encountered 
on the band is actually due to the inadequate deep-skirt selectivity of most 
commercially available receivers. 


But even after installation of multiple mechanical filters, improving interstage 
isolation, and all of the other techniques outlined in the selectivity article, the 
unlucky DXter may still find one or more of his locals splashing seriously on frequen- 
cles far from the carrier frequency. A case in point is WRKO in Boston, whose 50kw 
hard-rock-progremned signal on 680 produces intolerable splash from 620 to 740 ke/s 
throughout much of the Greater Boston area. Other notorious offenders are WWRL-1600, 
WEEZ-1590, WOWO-1190, WABC-770, CBL-740, KFI-640, etc. 


Mutterings of "overmodulation" are often heard at DX get-togethers, particularly 
when owners of top-quality equipment compare notes and discover that certain locals 
consistently splash more more than others, regardless of power or distance. The 
germane questions then become, "how much splash can a station legally produce?" and 
"is the FCC effectively enforeing its regulations about excessive sideband radiation?" 


The relevant FCC regulations are found under Section 73.40 of Part 73 of the 
FCC Rules and Regulations. They are, 


73-40(12): “any emission appearing on a frequency removed from the carrier by 
between 15 ke/s and 30 ke/s, inclusive, shall be attenuated at least 25 
db below the level of the unmodulated carrier." 

73.40(413): “Any emission appearing on a frequency removed from the carrier by more 
than 30 ke/s and up to and including 75 ke/s, inclusive, shall be 
attenuated at least 35 db below the level of the unmodulated carrier." 

73-40(14): “Any emission appearing on a frequency removed from the carrier by more 
than 75 ke/s shall be attenuated at least 43 + 10Log,,(power, in watts) 
db below the level of the unmcodulated carrier, or 80 db, whichever is 
the lesser attenuation." 


What does this mean to the MW DX*er in practical terms? Consider the case of 
50 kw WRKO on 680 ke/s (an example near to the author's heart): 


(a) On any frequency up to 30 ke/s from 680, i.e., from 650 to 710 ke/s, the amount

Splash radiation is the same as would be produced by a 15.8 watt transmitter. 
(c) Outside the 75 kc/s limit, the allowable radiation falls off very sharply; in thi. 
case, all the way down to 500 microwatts. 


But 15.8 watts isn't much, you say? Ordinarily it isn't, but when the transmitte: 
is only a few miles away, it can make DX'ing for a weak signal very unpleasant if not 
impossible. And remember that CBC 40 watt relay that's heard so well in New Zealand! 


Therefore the basic splash problem is due to the permissiveness of these archaic 
FCC regulations, and not with inadequate enforcement of violations (except in a very 
few cases). While it's not really much consolation, the DX'er can be thankful that 
very few stations radiate anywhere near the maximum allowable amount of sideband 
radiation. Fortunately, a carefully adjusted and well maintained modern transmitter 
radiates a very clean signal in terms of the FCC regulations. Thus the only way a 
DXter can gain some measure of respite from a legal but splashy local (after approp- 
riate receiver modification) is to null the offending station with a good loop 
antenna = either that, or move!
